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ROUND-UP OF SIGNIFICANT WORLD EVENTS 
Sino-Soviet-Indian Relations 


The USSR iast week implicitiy warned Paiping ὑοῦ to expsct 
Moscow's support on the Sine-indian border dispute. Pravda and 
Izvestiya conveyed the message dy supporting a World Peace 
Council resolution calling for a cease-fire and negotiations on 
Sa sutually acceptable basie." Both papers also carried a number 
of favorable articles on internal Indian devolopments, thereby 
rebutting Psiping's charge that india is an "imperialist stocge" 
as well as justifying continued Soviet aid. 


Aaid reports that seme families of the Chinese Communist 
Eebassy staff in Moscow have returned homs, Tass on 1); Novenber 
reported the opening of the Indian Consulate In Odessa, only the 
eecond uon-Bles Consulate in ths USSR. 


Peiping Versus Moscow 


Recent events in Communist China indicates that the breach 
between Moscow and Psiping has widened. Tha October Revolution 
anniversary etatements by Central Comaitte: member Wu Yu-chang, 
Vice Premier and Pareign Miniter Chen Yi as well as editorial 


comment in the People's cond refrained from branding Khrushchev 
a traitor but cam closer ever befors. 


Wu suggested that Peiping was considering a complete break 
with Moscow when he said that the Bolshevik revoluticn succesded 
only decause Lenin broke with the “opportunists" of the Second 
Internstionai. He equated worid-wide Communist vitality witha 
the vigorous continuation of a policy of revolutionary struggle 
and active oppositien ic US imperialisenw. ie also cave Peiping's 
official stamp of apprewal to Albanie's 15 September attack on 
Tito as an example of modern revisionime and te firana's call for 
funmasking"® those stili in hiding. 


At a Soviet reception honoring the October Revolution 
Anniversery, Chen Ii lent “unreserved support" to Cestre's “five 
just demands" and indicated Soviet policy as vacillating. Chen 
charged that the absclute rejection of US imperialisa is a 
cornerstone of Cosmmnist polisy and of such decisive importance 
that "all revolutionists must take a clear stand without any 
ambi uity." The People's Daily editcrial reiterated Wu's attack 
in bitter-terms, castigating Tlic “- amd implicitly thoes in 
Moscow -— “who heve butrayed the principles of the October 
Revolution ina... despicable wrgnner, to mest the requirements 
of imperialisa."” 
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Sovist-US Differances Cver Autobahn Travel 


The Soviets continue to exercise tighter than usual control 

over US military convoys using the Berlin-Helastedt, autobahn. 

The Soviet check point commander at Babslsberg on Li November 
expressed surprise that US convoys of more than ?ive vehicles 
continued to traval the autobahn without advance notification. 

He said that lecking prior notice, “uture canvoys of six or 

more vehicles -- escorts excepted -- would not be processed under 
any circumstances “even if the convoy had to wait 10 days". 


Cn 18 Getober, ths Soviets indicated that the US practice 
of orally notifing checkpoint personnel at least 15 Minutes in 
advance of convoy movements invelving eight or more vehicles was 
unsatisfactory. They demanded advance notice for all vehicles. 
This declaration was not challenged during October. Sines 
1 Movember, however, four US convoys of eix or mere vehicles 
each, testing the Soviet declaration, have been delayed for 
periods ranging from 18 to 75 minutes. | 


Bast German Troubles damper Soviets 


Although UB determination has veen the principal deterreat 
to new Sowlet moves in farlin, Bast German instability is « 
significant factor. Ecenomic problems and popular disaffection 
mae the country a weak associate with which to conduct 4 campaign 
to axpel the Allies from Berlin. 


The painful readjustments in the economy throughout 1962 
will continue next year and invoive considerable industrial 
dis. sation and unemployment. Continuing escape attempts and 
waali-ccale strikes attest to the low morale of the people, and 
the recent introduction of more stringent work rorms -- on top 
of already serious econamaic troubles -- could have ἃ further 
unsettling effect. Moreover, within the Zest German Commnnist 
Party itself, there bas been a loss of confidence in the regime 
as a result of Cuban developuents. 


Soviets Parade New Thres-Stage Missile 


A new Soviet missile, probably Navy-ssscciated, was dispiayed 
in the 7 Nowomb-r Moscow parade. It is probably a SO te S5-feot three- 
stage weapon, tapsred in © manner somewhat saimilar to the US 
Minuteman. Diameters of the stages were reported as about six, five 
and four feet, respectively, from rocket motor to biunt nose cone. 
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This missile prebably uses eolid fuel as a propeliant, Uf 
recorts of a cluster of seven 10-fuck-diameter orifices in the 
chamber ef tae rocket motor are correct, From the descripticor 
of the cluster it must resemble the throat of the FROG ! (Free 
Rocket Over Ground) selid-prepeliant rockat moter, photograched 
im last year’s pervade. Since no fins were coen, serodynamic 
contre) may be achiewed by seme form of gimbating of the propai- 
siem system. 


Air Order of Battie ta Gaba 


There are indications that the Cuban Kevoiutionary Air Forte 
(CRAF) ie now organised ἐπέ. a singls fighter division, probabdiy 
having three regimenta. The sotimated total ef 60 MI0<-15 17/19 
atvreraft are eurrestiy baced at San Aateale De Les Bance, sad at 
Camilie Gleafscgus (Jenta Clara) aud Camagacy sirflelds. Three 
MIG -i$*s were sisc acted in photography αἱ 4 November at Hoigsia, 
a major but heretefere mea~-operational airfiald in eastern Cuba, 
The CRAF prebably bese about 106 reasunably well-trained pilots for 
these aircraft, 


Ia addition ta the above, 6 tetal af 39 mMIG-Zi's heave deen 
observed af three alrflelds (San Antomic 16 :.οἍ6. Banos, Camiile 
Cienfuegos and Camagusy) in quantities and under circum stances 
strongly indicating that cue σςαδλάσξοα is based at each field. AA-2 
(ATOLL) air-to-air tafrared misetiesc hzve been inetailed on a 
number ef these sircraft, A few MIG~-Zi's may be dispersed to 
other eirfleide. i ie alsmest certain that practically aii ef the cur- 
reut MIG-~Z! pilots are Seviet. Some Cuban pilots, however, are 
prebabiy uudergoisg MIG~Zi trancition training. 


The total of 42 IL-22's ic warsieus etagos of assembly in Caba 
ave probably also under Seviet coatre!. The principal concentration 
ef these BZAGLE airerafe ic at Sen Julian airficid in western Cuba. 
Twe obvicasip Mlyabie IL-23's have been coserved. Twe others aro 
prebaai s fiyablie, aad five more (imriading case probebie trainer 
ver sien) are iu varione stuges οὗ ascembiy. Twenty fuselage crates 
were stiii ex the Held on ὁ November, The current location of four 
BEAGLE erates cbverved at the rail-hesd usar San Julian on 5 
November is ankaows. Nine oher BEAGLE fuselage crates, and 
rnaany BEAGLE subassembiy tones, were recentiy cbsorved δὲ 
Holguin airfield. Theove is a network of twenty-fcar (24) surf-ce-to- 
ais miesite sites (SAM-2} ringing the island of Cube. 


soviet Ground Forces if Capa 


Aceur. ‘ating evidence indicates that soviet ground force anits 
are ;resant in Cuba in greater strength than was creviously apparent, 
Analysis of recent photographic coverage of four major military 
camps in Ceba euggests that they contain highly mchlte cor.posite 
Soviet army groand ce mbat forces of regimental leve! size, with a 
poesible nuctear capability, These enits had sariler been equated to 
four δε :uforced medium tank batialions, a FROG artillery rocket 
bafttailen, ead a SNAPPER entitani miselie unit, with a total strength 
of about 1,260 men. BR δον seeme that these composite groupings con- 
tain abeut 4,000 trocpe. The presence af Soviet Army unite ig cuch 
strength reflects the extem of Moscow's determinatioa te create and 
maintain a etrategic missile base in Cata, With the ramevel of the 
missile bases, the greuad combat enits may aisc be withdrawn, al- 
though ao preparations for thelr departure have beun noted. 


All four of these campe evideatiy have been ectabiiczed since 
the beginning of the Soviet bulld-ap in July, and they have certain 
similarities. While mest ef their facilities ave of ἃ temperary 
character, construction ef permasent brildings cimilar to these at 
the missile sites bas started. Modern, sophisticated equipsrent, 
including types not κατε tc have been cieasad to any non-Soviet 
writs, hae been identified at eack ef these camps. At ene -- Santiago 
de ine Vegae -- Soviet Army emblems, inctuding the elite “Guardo” 
unit badge, the armored insignia, and the Red Army Star, have been 
prenvimneatly displayed on the ground at two separate areas. 


The dispositian of theese units alec reflects their Soviat identity: 
all are fa areas containing sensitive rmilitery instatiations of prime 
interest ta the Sevieta. Threc are naar the former offeasive miscile 
bases, ard tac fourth lz adjacent to the strategicaliy sigaificaent air- 
field 2¢ Hoigvin in cacters, Cuba. A runway over '9, 650 feet long aad 
underground haagars and storage facilities are being built at this 
flald, suggesting the Soviets pianned te basa Long Range Aviation 
bombers end perbaps te stores nuclear weepens there. 


Siace there are seme differences ἐπ the types and quastities of 
squirment identified at these camps -- because of camoufiage, <i45- 
pereai aad incempiste coverage -- the exact compcaition and 
strength of the units has not been established, The pattern, how- 
ever, epreare to be that of ἐ composite, heavily armed grouping 
cousisting <2 a medicm tack battalion, aa armored recosnaizsance 
company, 2n armored infantry anit οἴ compasy or possibly battalion 
streagth, a multiple rocket launcher battery, a saciear-capable 
FROG artillery rocket dBattalicn with two laanchere, and a SNAPFER 
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antitanx missile ccmpany with about aine triple launchers 

At lsast one of the groupments (Holguia) alsa> includes a 120-am 
mortar company with 10 pisces, a 5/~mm entiteux battery, ap anti- 
aircraft unit with self-propelied twin 30-ma or win S7-ma guas, 

and an engineer unit with self-prepelied hydraulic bridging equipment. 
Each of the camps also has one or two emplaced antiaircraft tatteries, 
but these may not o8 organic to (7.85 mobile groupment. A fcrmation 

of this composition would comprise at least 1,500 to 1,500 wen, and 
poseibdly as many as 2,500. There are enough tents in the cantoments 
at Holguin to houre more than twice that number of troops under normal 
field billeting conditions. a 


Although this structure dces not equate exactly with any kmeowm 
Sovist Aruy forsmtion, the Soviets are knowm to have been developing 
regimental task foresee in their efforts to sdapt to modsrn warfare. 
Changes toward this end have been noted in the Group of Soviet Forses 
in Geraany, where troining ἃ recent years has enphasized the employment 
of a reinforced regimental formation specially designed to conduct 
independent operations. Combat division headquarters have been used 
48 field commands to co-ordinate end support widdiy dispersed reagi- 
mental groupings. The composition ami disposition of the Soviet 
units in Cuba suggests this concept. Except for the absence of 
towed artillery, theaes formations resemble in some respects a 
Soviet motorized rifle division cperating as four independent combat 
comssnds with attached support slaments. 


The introduction iato cuba of Soviet ground combat forces is 
consistent with ἃ caepavility not only to defend their sensitive 
installations against ‘ aulon, but also tc secure them against 
“counterrevolutionary activity. Their presence also provides the 
Soviets ἃ potent source of influence on the internal Cuban scene. 
Retention of these unita in cuva after the withdrawal of the 
MREM's would indicate that Moscow has not abandoned the concept of 
developing Cuba as a etrategic Soviet military base. |

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Removal of Soviet MKRBM'‘'s from Cabs 


Soviet strategic ballistic missile installations identified in 
Cube iactuded six MAB sites with 24 launch positions, and three 
IRBM sites with i2Z launch positions. A fsarth IABM aite with four 
additions: launch positions was beilered ty nave been ianned. 
Sorne 43 wissile transporters were sean at the ΜΑΣ sites, as 
contracted with the 45 eatimated ze tha normal force ieve! of thres 
regiments te provide a refire capability. The Soviets stated that 
they had deployed 42 MRBAt"s to Cuba; the remiining six MEB A's 
probably were ebearé ane or more of the Soviet ships which re- 
turaed te the USSR after the quarcantiuse wee imposed. No IRBM‘s 
were seen in Cuba; these presumably weuld have deen shipped when 
construction af tha IRB eitces wae Cioser to completion. 


A total af 42 MERBid miscite transporters ead ecenc other 
mis sile-associated equipsrent have been removed fram Cuba aboard 
cig chips. Phetograghic verification bas been obtained of the mis- 
siles on thece transporters. 


In implesnenting Premier Khrushchev'c directive to dismanti« 
the miseile bases in Cube, the Sevicts apparentiy placed ἰδ pricvity 
on removing the missiles themecives. Sizable quantities of miasiic- 
associated equipmest remain ia Cabac ports awaiting catshicment. 


Initial evidence that tie sites were being diamantied was 
ottained by phetegrephic recounaiesance of | Nowember. 8B~ thet 
date, it wae ovident that missiles and basic isunchiag equipment had 
been remeved {roan all of the MRBM launch positions, camouflage 
taken down, and support vehicies aesombied for movereat, Con- 
struction at the IRBM eites had also ceased, and seme of the instat- 
lations at Guanajay hed been dustroyed. Reccoumaiseance since thet 
date ὅκα incicsted the continuiag abandanment of ali of there cites, 
sithough net all equipment has τοὶ been moved to tha ports. 


Two loading areas were imvoived at Marisi -- the City pier 
aad the .a Boca plex, about tires miles away. Photography shows 
that there has bees scrre movement of equipment between the piers, 
and one freighter -- the IVAN FOULZUNOV -- apparently icaded 
cquipment st both piers. Tre exitical eqipment from the four 
MRE sites around Sen Cristobal (Z5 ta ἐδ miles distant by road) 
wae apparently concentrated et Maciel ior catshipment.

The critical equipment (rom the two MRBM sites δὲ Sagua ia 
Crande apparently was moved seuth scroas the isiand (about 75 
weites by road) to Caeiidea. There is ne immediately spparent 
reason for the selection of Casiida as the port of exit for the Sagua 
la Grande equipment in preference to the ciosar morta coast purte 
ef sa leabeia or Caibarien, Fert Cacilities at a Isabeia may heave 
been curr itted to outehipmeat οὐ ctuer γί τυ cargs, and the 
recently improved deep-water ,ort at Casilia may have been irore 
saftabie than Caiberien. 


The Soviete isitiaily advised that sime ehipe would carry 42 
miseiies from Cubs. Their original toading pian spyarently was 
changed, however, siucs ons of“ hase chips (A_APAYEVSH) 
carried neo misaites. siz ships loaded misetios at Mariel, and 
two af Casilds. The foliowing tabie iiats the shipa lsvolved and 
the number ef miesitea transpertore csrried en each:
